N Experiment that I made fome time (ince> 
ftlewiag that a£tual Sound could pot be 
tra.'iimirted through a Vacuum, gave me art Incli- 
nation to try what would be the effeft, to furround 
the Receiver th3t contain'd the founding Body, with 
fo denfe a Medium as Water. Accordingly, as in 
the former Experiment, the Receiver vihich con- 
tained the Bell was fcrewM down to a Brafs- 
plate, with a Leather between ^ This Receiver 
with its Bell , was fufperided in a large Glafs- 
Velfel, by Four Twine-threads to the top, and as 
many to the bottom .• whereby it remained in 
the middle between both. Concluding likewife s 
ihat thefe Threads would fo abforbe the Water 
when it ftiould come to be put in, that there 
could be no Apprehcnfion> that any Sound fhou'd 
be convey 'd by them from the founding Body , 
any more than if they were intirely Water. Thus 
provided , the Clapper was made to ftrike the 
Beil, whofe Sound was fomething lefs by the In- 
terposition of the Glafs, than it would be,' had 
it been made in the open Air 5 however it was 
very audible, and might be heard at a considera- 
ble diftance : It appeared to the Ear to be very 
harfh, in refped to the Tone it afforded us. But 
now, when the Water came to be pourd in, and the 
inward Receiver furrounded by it, at leaf!: an inch 
and an half iron the neareft part of the outward 
Glafs, the Clapper again was made to ; give the 
Sound; which it did, fce^iogiy, very liitl 
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in refped to its Audibility $ but much more mel- 
low, fweet, and grave at lead two or three Notet 
deeper than it was before ^ as was obferved by 
feme of the Society then prefent.

A. The Temple and Sacrificing-place, like the Choir 
of a Church, arched and fupported by 45 Pillars, all 
cut out of the Rock. 

B. The Altar in the furthertnoft end of it, alfo cut 
out of the Rock} with a narrow Canal about the foot 
of it, I fuppofe, defigned to be filled with Water. 

£ C. The unknown Chara&ers engraven on the Rock f 
on each fide of the fquare Entry ; reprefented in Fig. 1. 

D. D. D. &c. The various irregular Paths of Afcent, 
force cut our in Steps as Stairs. 

1 , 2, 3. &c\ The various Caverns, moftly of a (quare 
figure 5 fome large, others fmaller^ cut out of the Rock 5 
whofe Roofs are cut plain, like a plaifter'd Room : At 
the Door of each without, is a large Ciftern or two, cut 
out of the Rock, full of Rain watery at leaft, I could 
nor perceive them to be Springs. 

Upon the fides of the Doors of fome of the Caverns, 
are Chara&crs like thole of the Temple.
